Faulkner in 
London again 


LONDON (Reuter). — Northern 
Treland Prime Minister Brian Faulk- 
ner flew here yesterday for the 
second time in nine days to review 
with British Prime Minister Edward 
Heath the Northern Ireland crisis 
and discuss new moves to deal with 
it. 

Mr. Heath and most of the Bri- 
tish participants in the discussions 
had earlier been reported as 
studying a statement by Mr. Faulk- 


tation wiih neighbouring Chad, but 
reasserted his determination to “‘ex- 
tend ald" to amy country where 
Arabs and Moslems live. 

He further implied that he has 
been conducting conspiracies in Sau- 
di Arabia and Jordun ta overthrow 
the monarchies in those states. In 
Saudi Arabia, Gaddafi said, he was 
seeking to “strengthen the people 
for the sake of protecting the Mos- 
lem sacred places in Mecca and 
Medina against Isra.!: threats of 
expansion.” The young leader said 
he was “not interfering in the inter- 
nal affairs” of the desert kingdom, 
but extending aid to fellow Arabs 
and Moslems, “The Arabian penin- 
sula is not Saud! and does not be- 
long to the Saudis, but to the whole 
Arab and Moslem nation,” he said. 

In Jordan, Gaddafi claimed to be 
“deepening action among the free 
officers of the Jordaniun armed for- 
ces against the hireling regime” of 
King Hussein. 

Gaddafi said that he was unable 
at present to send Libyans io fight 
along with the terrorists in Jordan 
“because of the crisis the terrorist 
movement has been plunged [ἃ since 
the Jordanian crackdown last July. 

The Libyan leader stressed that 
the terrorists had received a severe 
bidw in Jordan, and that their rem- 
nants were now scattered in Syria 
and Lebanon, Gaddafi said he wan- 
ted all the Arabs and the terrorists 
themselves to realize that “" 
Husseln had managed to crush" the 
terrorists completely.

U.S. officials 
said yesterday they would continue 
their efforts to achieve an interim 
settlement despite critical responses 
from both Israel and Egypt to the 
six-point programme cutlined by 
Secretary of State Wiiliam Rogers. 

The officials told newsmen in New 
York that U.S. officiais had read 
the statement of Mrs, Golda Meir 
with “some Interest." While it was 
natural that both Israel asd Egypt 
would express their maximum pasi- 
tions in public statements, they 
said, both had continued to indicate 
they wanted the United States to 
proceed with its intermediary ef- 
forts. 

The officials noted that Israel's

Moreover, 
it had been clearly stated by them 
at their meetings with Israel leaders 
in March and in May that they 
understood that a partial agreement 
on the Canal opening would not be 
linked to Security Council Resolu- 
tion 242 of November 1967 and 
would definitely not involve crossing 
by any Egyptian forces to the east 
bank of the waterway. 

It is on these two points that 
Jerusalem sees the main change and 
erosion in the present American 
position. During his tals here last 
May, Mr. rogers said that Resolu- 
tion 242 would “stand on its owa 
feet."

AMMAN. — A young mau has been 


attempting to hijack a Jordanian 
airliner last month, it was officially 
ammounced here yesterday. 

The announcement said that the 
Cabinet on Wednesday night en- 
dorsed the sentence passed by a 
military court on 17-year-old Bilal 
Abdul-Kader All, a Lebanese citizen, 
who was charged with attempting 
to hijack a Royal Jordanian Airline 
(Alia) Caravelle aircraft during a 
flight from Belrut to Amman on 
September 16. 

The sentence was approved while 
Lebanese security officials were in- 
vestigating a bomb explosion in a 
suitcase at Beirut airport, minutes 
before it was to be loaded on an 
Amman-bound Jordanian plane. The 
explosion on Wednesday afternoon 
did not cause any damage to the 
aircraft and no one was hurt. 

Lebanese authorities yesterday re- 
leased a senior Jordanian Govern- 
ment official who was detained on 
Wednesday after the explosion 
ripped through his suitcase soon 
before it was to be loaded on the 
airliner. 

Police sources identified the of- 
ficial, who holds the rank of under- 
secretary, as Mohammed Kassem 
el-Hindawi, 51. Mr. Hindawi argued 
during his Interrogation that he 
could not have possibly wanted to 
blow up the airliner aboard which 
he was travelling. He could not say 
how the bomb was placed in his 
suitcase.

Rabbinic compassion 


Medieval and modern Rabbinic li- 
terature is replete with expressions 
of compassion for the plight of ihe 
agunot, whos: husbands vanished in 
pogroms, expulsions and wars, and 
whose death was presumptive but 
unwitnessed. Jewish law does not 
recognize “legal death,” that is, the 
Presumption of death. For the wife 
to secure her freedom and the right 
to remarry, there must be concrete 
Proof of the husband's desth. There 
are thousands of cases where this 
proof cannot be furnished. The Rab- 
bis hold conferences on the prob- 
lems of these women and weighty 
tomes have been written on their 
plight. 

But jn the end, the Rabbis aver 
{and bewail the fact) that nothing 
can be done about it. The hapless 
women are admonished to bear their 
loneliness with the solace that thelr 
fortitude helps to strengthen the 
fortress of the Tora. 

While in the Diaspora the desert- 
ing husband cannot be penalized. 
in Israel the Rabbinical Courts are 
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In Jewish law only the husband has the right to divorce. Dr. 
TRUDE WEISS-ROSMARIN reviews here the hardships which 
result from this law and asserts that executive legal power in 
divorce actions must be transferred to the rabbinical courts. 


empowered to subject him to dis- 
ciplinary measures and fines — pro- 
vided, of course, that he can be 
apprehended. There are many cases 
on record of husbands emigrating 
from Israel and settling In otber 
countries, where they remarry, leav- 
ing their first wives “chained” wo- 
men.

{The Jerusalem Post, Sept. 17) refers, 
have been resorted to, such as 
declaring the marriage null and 
void from the beginning because of 
non-compliance with some of the 
technicalities of Kkidduskin (the mar- 
riage ceremony). In fact, there 15 
hope that the stigma of mamzerut 
may be lifted from Hanoch and Mi- 
riam Langer if evidence can be fur- 
nished that their mother's first mar- 
lage was not properly witnessed or 
that her first husband, a convert to 
Judaism, was not converted in ac- 
cordance with all the provisions of 
the halacha. 


Obviously, the accepted Jewish 
legal formulation that the husband 
“sends away the wife” is an insult 
to the self-respect of Jewish women. 
That he divorces his wife, even 
when he is the guilty party ("he is 
forced to divorce her,” the Rabbis 
phrase it), is equally objectionable. 
But much more serious are the im- 
plications of the legal fact that the 
husband, and not the court, is the 
divorcing agent. It places the wo- 
man at his mercy, even in Israel. 
And in Israel, too, there is the plight 
of the woman with an insane bus- 
band. Although he may be perma- 
uently confined to an insane asylum, 
as a rule, she cannot be freed. She 
Temain an because the 
execution of a legal document, such 
as 2 get required that the executor 
be sane, 


Another category of agunot are 
childless widows with brothers-in- 
law obligated to give his deceased 
wife halitza. Literally, 
“pulling off.”

halitez means qt 
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especially applies to pulling off the 
shoes of the brother-in-law who re- 
fuses to fulfil the biblical law 
commanding that he marry his 
childless brother's widow so as to 
beget an heir for the deceased, lest 
his name be blotted out in Israel. In 
addition to pulling off his shoes, 
Tegarded as an indignity in bib- 
tical times, the widow is “to spit 
in his face. and make this declara- 
tion: Thus shail be done to the man 
who will not build up his brother's 
house” (Deuteronomy 25:5ff.}. That 
the brother may be married was 
mot an obstacle in biblical and 
talmudic times when polygamy was 
permitted. But after Rabbi Gershom 
of Mayence prohibited polygamy for 
Ashkenazi Jews, halitza became 
the rule. 


Undignified ceremony 

As the Aalitzah procedure is be- 
ipg regarded as an indignity, es- 
pecially because of the token spit- 
ting by the childless widow and, more- 
over, various superstitions are as- 
sociated with the ceremony, child- 
less widows frequently encounter 
difficulties in being set free by 
their brothers-in-law. If they do not 
succeed in obtaining πα παν, they 
remain agunnf — chained women, 
sentenced to perpetual widowhood. 


The reasoning of the halacha 15 
that the childless widow “belongs” 
to the brother-in-law who is obliged 
to marry her and, thus, only he 
cay set her free. If he is a minor 
(such cases were far from being 
rare In the past when the interval 
between the oldest and the youngest 
child may have been twenty-five 
years), the widow must wait until 
he comes of age. If he is insane 
or disappears, due to an accident 
or by malice, the childless widow 
cannot ever remarry, To add to the 
inequity of the situat.oa, the brother- 
in-law’s marriage Is not affected by 
his refusal to free his sister-in-law 
from the bonds that “chain” her to 
him. If he is married and thus cap- 
not marry his sister-in-law, she is 
nevertheless required to be “re- 
leased” by him. 


If an aguna marries, as the 
present Mrs. Langer did, her child- 
ren are mamczerim because she Is 
an aduiteress by the definition of 
the halacha. As for the husband, 
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his legal situation has been de- 
scribed by the late Louls M. Ep- 
stein, the ranking expert on the Jew- 
ish law of marriage and divorce, 
as follows: 
Adultery is possible only on 
the aide of the wife, 
she is the property of her hus- 
band. This conclusion, with 
husband. The male can commit 
adultery only when he cohabits 
with the wife of another man. 
In other words, the wife owes 
faithfulness to her own mar- 
riage: the husband owes faith- 
fulness to another man’s mar- 
riage... Insofar as the marriage 
bond is concerned, the husband 
has his freedom with other 
women to marry them or to live 
with them without marriage; the 
wife can have no other men be- 
cause she is owned by her hus- 
band. This conclusion, with 
slight modifications by talmudic 


and post-talmudic law, has been por! 


accepted by Judaism down to 
the present age (Sex Laws and 
Customs in Judaism, page 194). 
Tribute has been paid to the en- 
lightened Jewish attitude to child- 
ren born out of wedlock. They are 
not mamzerim provided that there 
is no halachic obstacle to the 
union. The limitation of mamzerut 
to the offspring of an “aduiterous" 
woman is the logical consequence 
of the fact that the Seventh Com- 
mandment, Thou Shalt Not Commit 
Adultery, does not apply to the Jew- 
{sh husband, except — when he 
violates another man’s marriage. 


Wife’s consent 


Availing themselves of “the loop- 
holes" of the law, the Rabbis of the 
Talmud and their successors have 
succeeded in limiting the preroga- 
tives biblical law gives to the 
male. Jewish husbands can no long- 
er divorce thelr wives because they 
find them “obnoxious.” The consent 
of the wife to the divorce is re- 


quired. 
However, in the case of & "re- 
calcitrant” wife who refuses to 


accept a get or a wife who is in- 
competent and in an [nsane asylum, 
there is always relief for the hus- 
band, notably “the consent of one 
hundred rabbis” to the divorce rheter 
meah rabbanim, which is easily 
obtained by circulating a form for 
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the signatures. Also, despite Rab- 
benu Gershom's ban on bigamy and 
polygamy for Ashkenazis, 1.6. Jews 
living in Christian countries where 
monogamy was the norm and bi- 
gamy ascandal, in “hardship cases," 
and there were one or two before 
Israel Rabbinic Courts. a man may 
be permitted to take a second wife, 
with the consent of his first wife. 
‘Even after Rabhenu Gershom's che- 
rem, however, it was not exceptional 
for those who could afford it to keep 
a pegesh (mistress). While some 
authorities, notably Maimonides, In- 
clined to prohibit the taking of a 
pilegesh, others, notably Nahmanides, 
permitted It, provided the husband 
had not agreed in the Ketuba to 
refrain from it. ᾿ 


Removing hardships 


Dr. Goldberg wisely notes that, 
considering that such biblical laws 
as those applylng to mamzerim are 
inviolate, concerted efforta must be 
made to prevent the birth of mam- 
serim. But this is possible only by 
removing those hardships of the 
agunah, which are recognized and 
deplored by all rabbis but for which 
no solution has been found as yet. 
While such palliatives as retroac- 
tive annulment of the marriage and 
permission to remarry for agunot 
whose husbands did not survive the 
Holocaust but were seen being de- 
ted to the death camps, have 
provided relief for many women, the 
agony of the agunah perslats. It 
has not been abolished either by 
such measures as the “conditional 
aivoree,” Le. a get which becomes 
effective only if the husband is 
“missing in war action.” As for 
Rabbi Joseph B. Soloveitchik’s sug- 
gestion to weigh whether “it would 
be possible through the legislatures 
of certain states to have legislation 
passed whereby there will be an 
understanding that a civil divorce 
would not become final until] 2 sa- 
tisfactory disposition in accordance 
with kelachic standards was made 
concerning the get,” it will be un- 
availing. After all, there is every- 
where “a Cyprus” to which the des- 
perate can resort so as to solve 
their marital difficulties. 


The real problem of: the Jewish 
law of divorce, which is princi- 
pally responsible for the birth of 
mamzerim, is that “the bill of di- 
vorcement™ must be issued hy the 
husband and not by the Rabbinic 
Court. This is contrary to the ac- 
cepted halachic principle that ,the 
“interested party” snog'ea bedavar) 
cannot even witness in a trial when 
he has a vested interest in the ac- 
tion. Also, a judge may not sit In 
a trial when his slightest personal 
interest Is involved. The halachic 
premise is that self-interest and ob- 
jective judgment are irreconcilable. 
But in Jewish divorce actions, it 
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is only the “interested party,” Le. the 
Bony with a personal stake, usual- 
ly of resentment and acrimony, who 
is empowered “to give the get. 

There is nothing in the halacha 
which would preclude the transfer 
of legal executive power from the 
individual to the Court. The best- 
known precedent for such a trans- 
fer Is the prosbul, Hillel’s ingenious 
resort to “legal loopholes” by means 
of which loans that, according to 
biblical law, become forfeit in the 
Sabbatical year, were assigned, Le. 
transferred to the Courts for collec- 
tlon, Hillel enacted the prosbul be- 
cause it had become a necessity in 
an economy which was no longer 
wholly agrarian, as the biblical eco- 
nomy had been, and which conse- 
quently had to provide the basis 
for business loans. 


Death penalty avoided 


Bven more radical than the trans- 
fer of legal authority on which Hil- 
1615 proybul is predicated is the 
Mishna's “transfer” of the biblical 
divine punishment of karet, “belng 
cut off" from life — to the Court 
which decreed flogging for all who 
committed offences to be punished 
with karet. Justice Haim H, Cohn 
palnstakiagly analyzed this “‘usurpa- 
tion of power by the human court 
to forestall the divine punishment 
prescribed for the particular offense 
and to confront God, so to 
speak, with a fait accompli (Israel 
Law Review, Vol. V.1—January 1970) 
Justice Cohn concludes that “the 
humanization of punishment — not 
only to the sense of taking over from 
God — is the fundamental concept 
of Talmudic penology.” It is also 
“the fundamental concept” of Jew- 
ish law as a whole, It is this con- 
cept which, together with the valid 
reasoning of the precedents cited, 
makes the transfer of executive

“Afforestation in this country 
started about the middle of the last 
century when missionary societies 
and churches began planting trees 
in 8 small way. Later Pica, under 
the patronage of Baron Hdmond 
de Rothschild, began planting forests 
at Mikve Yisrael and Hadera. The 
importance of afforestation receiv- 
ed growing recognition and by 1948, 
when the State was founded, there 
were two main bodies dealing with 
the subject — the State itself and 
the Jewish National Fund. 


Losing battles 

“When the State came into exis- 
tence, I thought that the JNF 
should turn over its duties to the 
Government's Forestry Department 
— but I lost the fight." Later, when 
there was a proposal that the two 
bodles be amalgamated, Goor came 
out against this, saying that the 
Government should maintain its own 
organization. He lost this fight too 
and he resigned. 

“Today,” he says, "I think that 
the JNF should stay — for If it 
goes, nobody will be dealing with 
forestry.” He ascribes his defeat to

LOD AIRPORT. — The 18 “Black 
Hebrews’ who arrived here Wednes- 
day with the Intention of settling 
“ag the original black Isracittes, the 
Teal Jews,” were put on two planes 
yesterday morning and sent back 
home. 

The group had spent the night 
in the transit lounge. In the 
police officers talked with them, 
urging them to board a plane and 
leave the country. But they re- 
fused, saying they had come to Is- 
rael “at God's command” and no 
bomen being could force them to 

ive. 


When policemen and policewomen 
began the Blacks’ children 
and luggage to the loading gates, 
some of the women in the group re- 
Portedly attacked the police. The 
men sat by passively, watching. 

After a few minutes the group 
Tose and followed the police past 
the gates, where they boarded the 
two KLM and TWA jetliners that 
were to take them home. 

Government sources working on 
the matter suggested yesterday that 
the recent movement of the “Black 
Hebrews" into Israel and the de- 
monstrations at Lod Airport may be 
an act of provocation by elements 
hostile to the State, who finance 
thelr trips here. An investigation is 
underway. 

Meanwhile, it was learned in 
Beersheba that Southern District 
Commissioner Yitzhak Vardimon 
bas recently discontinued the prac- 
tice of routinely extending the 
tourist visas of the “Black Hebrews” 
im Dimona every three months.

So there are now 
approximately 250 souls — men, 
women and children — Hving in the 
42 dats. 

This has aroused the ire of 
Dimona residents, who see a se- 
rious safety hazard in the 
at the Blacks’ homes.

The Breitbarths are from Dallas, 
Texas, where they ran the Ritz Del- 
icatessen and Bakery until retlre- 
ment In July this year. “About a 
month before we retired we decid-

was to fulfil our life-long dream 
of visiting Israel. This ls‘our first 
trip here, and indeed our ‘first flight 
ever,” she explained The couple has 
one son and two grandchildren.-Mrs.

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SPY TRIAL OPENS 
OF DRUSE LEADER

Jerusalem ‘Post Reporter 
KUNEITRA. — A military court 
yesterday began ‘hearing the case 
of Kemal] Kanj Abu Saleh, of Maj- 
del Shams, a former Member of the 
Syrian Parliament and until May 
of this year the unofficial but 
acknowledged leader of the 7,000 
‘Druge of the Northern Golan, He is 
charged with espionage on behalf 
of the Syrians. 

Kanj, once a proud figure, look- 
ed aged, tired and dispirited. The 
prosecution charged him with hav- 
ing been in contact with the Syrian 
Intelligence service, gathering in- 
formation of military value recruit- 
ing an Israeli citizen for espionage 
work, giving shelter to an armed 
lafiltrater and possessmg unlicensed 
firearms. There are 19 charges al- 
together, and the maximum penalty 
for some is life imprisonment. 

He has pleaded guilty to some of 
the charges, such as meeting a Sy- 
rian intelligence agent, and crossing 
the border into Syria, but hes de- 
nied all esplonage charges. 

‘The prosecutor, Seren Oded Mod- 
lik, gave the court a chronological 
account of Kanj's alleged crimes. 
‘He said Syrian military Intelligence 
chief Hikmet Sha'abi, together with 
‘Kemal Kanj’s brother, a high-rank- 
Ing officer in the Syrian army, ag- 
reed to enlist the accused for es- 
Pionage work. Sha'abi sent an emis- 
sary to Majdel Shams in April, 1970 
— Nazieh Tewfik Abu Saleh, 4 ser- 
geant in the Syrian army and a re- 
lative of Kanj. They met αἱ Na- 
zieh’s father's house in Majdel 
Shams, where the agent gave Kanj 
8 letter from Sha’abi. 

A second visit allegedly took place 
‘a June, when Kanj was persuaded 
to go to Syria to meet his brother 
and Sha’abi. The very next night 
Kanj sneaked across the border and 
went to Damascus, where he met 
his ‘brother, Brigadier Nur eDin 
Abu Saleh, and Hikmet Sha’abl. 
Kanj gave them an account of the 
Situation in the Golan, from the mi- 
‘tary point of view, and on relations 
‘between the Druse and the Israeli 
authorities. Kanj also agreed to look 
for an Israeli ready to undertake 
work for the Syrian intelligence. 
Twenty-four hours later he was es- 
‘corted back to the border by two 
armed men.

Mapam leaders 
meet Meir 
on strike laws

TEL AVIV. -- Premier Golda Meir 
met with Mapam's two top leaders 
— Meir Ya’ari and Ya'acov Hazan 
— for two hours ot her offices here 
yesterday. They discussed Mapam's 
opposition to the senior Alignment 
partner's strike-restraint legislation. 

The Mapam leaders explained to 
Mrs. Meir that Mapam regarded 
the proposed law as “very ve,” 
and complained that it limited the 
workers in thelr struggle to better 
their lot. 

Mrs. Meir, for her , was 
reported to have drawn their atten- 
tion to the deteriorating situation 
in public services and to have ex- 
Plained how this undermined the 
country’s strength. 

She reportedly explained that most 
democratic countries had laws which 
forbade strikes while work contracts 
were valid and in force. 


Neither side was ready to 
elaborate on the discussions, but 
said thet it had been to 


meet once more after Succot. 

From Mapam sources it was 
learned that party is striving to 
“extract the teeth” from the draft 
legislation, in conjunction with the 
Histadrut Labour Party leadership. 
They trusted that by joint pressure, 
they could limit the scope of the 
strike restraint and the sharpness

In September and October of 
1970, Kanj met several times 
with a messenger who transmitted 
to Kanj letters from his brothor and 
from the Syrian intelligence chief.

In Mareh and April of this 
year, several meetings took place 
at Kanj's home between the messen- 
ger from Damascus and the Israeli 
Spy. At one of these, the latter was 
asked to supply information on the 
type and quantity of ammunition 
used by Israel field troops. 

During a meeting between the 
agent from Damascus and the Is- 
raell spy on May 19, Kanj's house 
‘was surrounded by security forces 
and all persons there were ar- 
rested. Arms, ammunition and docu- 
ments were seized, 

Kanj admitted he had met the 
Syrlan messenger several times, but 
had not known that he served in 
the intelligence branch. Hz said 
the letter received from his brother 
was not from a senlor officer of 
the Syrian army, but from a bro- 
ther. He also admitted having gone 
to Syria, to the village of Hadder, 
only a few kilometres beyond the 
cease-fire line. 


Rabbinical court 
power limited 
in divorce cases

Rabbinical courts have no juris- 
diction In a divorce case in which 
one of the partners is not an Is- 
rae citizen or resident. This was 
the decision of the High Court yes- 
terday, ruling on an appeal for 8 
permanent injunction against the 
rabbinical court, filed by Mrs. Ra- 
che] Hespel recently. P 

The High Court ruled that despite 
the fact that both partners were 
Jewish, the Rabbinical Court had 
no jurisdiction, since the law states 
clearly that the Rabbinical Court 
ean only rule on a dispute when 
both partners are citizens or resi- 
dents of Israel. Only whea both 
partners agree, can the Rabbinical 
Court hand down a decision. 

Justice Witkon, in making abso- 
lute the order nist, noted that both 
partners are currently in the U-S., 
and thus saw no logical reason 
why they should not handle the 
proceedings there. 

This case may have bearing on 
that of U.S. tourist Myron Weln- 
stein, whose Israeli wife is 
him for divorce. He is being held in 
Israel on a rabbinical court In- 
junction, although his lawyer has 
appealed that the religious court 
has no jurisdiction. 


‘Israelis should 
get same grants 


as foreigners’ 


PETAH TIKVA. — “If there are 
massive grants for students who 
come to Israel from abroad, it "4 
unjust thet davka Israeli young- 
sters —- who have paid their na- 
tional debt by serving in the army 
— cannot enjoy the same benefits 
which will enable them to attend 
university and to progress in socie- 
ty.” This was stated by Deputy 
Education Minister Avner Shaki at 
a meeting of the National Move- 
ment for Closing the Sociel Gap 
here yesterday. 

Dr. Shaki noted that there are 
only 5,000 students from oriental 
backgrounds studying at Israeli in- 
stitutions of higher learning. He re- 
jected the claim that this is due to 
“environmental” reasons, and called 
such notions an “‘insuit.” 

The Deputy Minister said that a 
“revolutionary budget” was needed 
to correct the status quo, and that 
its first target should be subsidies 
to kindergartens. Money should 4150 
be provided for extra lessons and 
grants for advanced studies, he said. 

‘He also bemoaned the fact that 
only a very small percentage of the 
people employed by the Ministry of 
Education were orlental Jews, and 
that only very few of the men sent 
abroad by the Foreign Office were 
Sepharadi.

Gurion, 85 years and one day old, 
yesterday told a gathering of new 
immigrants at the closing ceremony 
of the Aliyada here that one of 
the ebief tasks facing Israel in the 
coming decade is to increase the 
Jewish population to 6,000,000. 

Mr. Ben-Gurion, who was the 
guest of the Association of Amer- 
icans and Canadians on the oc- 
easion of his birthday, was received 
enthusiastically as he entered the 
amphitheatre at the Exhibition 
Grounds. Some of the immigrants 
began to sing, “David King of Is- 
rael 15 alive,” while others shouted 
in Yiddish: “Till a hundred and 
twenty.” 

Mr. Ben-Gurion replied that he 
would “settle for a little less.” 

A choir of teenagers, who only 
recently came here from the Soviet 
Union, sang “Blue and White,” 
which ‘has in recent months become 
the unofficial anthem of Russian 
Jews. 

The former Premier was present- 
ed with a certificate of gratitude by 
the A.A.C.T. on behalf of the 40,000 
North Americans who have im- 
migrated thus far. The certificate, 
which includes signatures of Jews 
from all corners of the world, was 
presented to Mr. Ben-Gurion for his 
“Inspiration and steadfast dedica- 
tion to the principle of aliya, which 
has served so much in guiding us 
in our decision to come to Israel."

Jews said 
tortured in 
Syrian jail 


LONDON (INA), — A number of 
Syrian Jews have been tortured in 
a Damascus prison, the “Jewish Ob- 
server” reports in its latest issue, 
dated October 8. The magazine said 
letters sent to Syrian authorities 
by U.N. Secretary-General U Thant 
und other persons have gone un- 
answered. 

Jews who have left Syria told of 
their relatives beimg tortured by 
electric shock and tearing out thelr 
nails, They also said two Jewish 
Firls had been raped, and women 
prisoners were tortured by having 
thelr breasts burned with lit ci- 
garettes. About 4,500 Jews live in 
Syria, half of them in Damascus. 

In Jerusalem, Supreme Court 
Justice Halm Cohen, Chairman of 
the Public Counclt for Arab Jewry, 
yesterday cabled Secretary Thant. 
He asked him to intervene, on hu- 
manitarian grounds, to secure the 
freedom of Jews Imprisoned in 
Syria and their right to leave the 
country. 

Similar cables were sent to the 

Vatican, the U.N. Human Rights 
Commission, and several other orga- 
nizations ond individuals. The 
Public Council for Arab Jewry also 
calied on ““‘all enlightened govern- 
ments of the world” to lend their 
volce jn the struggle for the freedom 
of Syria's Jews.
